It was the second tim e a major 
address by Taft had been reported 
briefly in the Soviet press.

Hoover 
and

Social Security 


Law to Benefit 


Residents Here 


Form Laborers and 
Household Help 
Principally Affected 


Farm workers 
and 
household 
help are the two groups which are 
principally affected 
in 
Fayette 
County by the provisions of the 
new social security 
law 
which 
went into effect Monday, accord­ 
ing to Edward J. McRoan, deputy 
collector of internal revenue here. 
Another group which was not 
covered previously by the original 
social security law — the self em ­ 
ployed, 
such 
as 
storekeepers, 
jew elers and operators of filling 
stations— 
are 
now eligible for 
social security benefits. 
Under provisions of the new ly 
amended act the following kinds 
of payments will be made to those 
who are qualified: 
(1) Monthly 
retirement 
pay­ 
ments to insured persons and theli* 
fam ilies. 
(2) Monthly survivor payments 
to fam ilies of insured persons who 
die. 
(3) Lump-sum payments to an 
insured 
worker’s 
widow 
or 
widower, or to the person who 
paid the worker's burial expenses. 
McRoan said he would hestiate 
how many farm workers would 
come under the provisions of the 
act, but it is known that there are 
many since this country is an agri­ 
cultural county. 


Domestic Help Included 
There 
are 
several 
domestic 
workers in Fayette County and 
their employers (housew ives) who 
w ill have need to familiarize them ­ 
selves with the new provisions 'of 
the social security law. 
But many domestics are not in­ 
cluded because of the two require­ 
ments—-one 
that 
the 
domestic 
must be paid $50 in cash wages 
for work 
during

Whenever anyone tells 
our federal ad­ 
ministrators that we should start in at once 
to cut down on Washington spending, he 
is promptly asked the question, “Where?” 
Dozens of answers have been suggested, 
but none has ever found general acceptance 
by a government determined to maintain 
its civilian personnel at the highest possible 


level. 
Senator Harry Byrd of Virginia has pro­ 
posed several alternative budgets in recent 
year?. All have been commended, but not 
one has ever been tried by the government. 
Within the past few days, there has been 
much discussion of his plan to reduce non­ 
military expenditures 
by 
approximately 
$7,000,000,000. When we remember that the 
federal budget for the fiscal year from June 
30, 1951 to July I, 1952, contemplates ex­ 
penditures of seventy-five 
billion dollars, 
with estimated revenues 
figured at only 
fifty-one billions, the necessity for sharp 
cutting of our spending program becomes 
all too obvious. 
There is every reason to believe that the 
$25 billion dollar deficit estimated for the 
coming year will be matched in other years 
to come. 
Senator Byrd has suggested that we trim 
the postal deficit by $3.6 billions; cut our 
civilian payroll in the military departments 
by 150,000 persons (we now have one civil­ 
ian for every two men in uniform); reduce 
our foreign 
aid program 
to $500,000,000 
from the present four billions in view of our 
military assistance plans for overseas aid. 
These three items would achieve the seven 
billion dollars savings. 
The time to start on an honest effort to 
save these vast sums is now!

"Soon after w e got across at 
daylight w e bighted a sm all group 
of enem y soldiers on the crest of 
a hill about 400 yards aw ay. T hey 
fired at us and w e fired at them . 
But w e had to be careful as we 
could see there w ere civilians a- 
m ong them." 
W hen Simonov itch and hi- men 
scattered and began w orking up 
the hill, the enem y fled, leaving 
eight civilian youths behind. 
One told him gratefully: 
" lf you hadn’t com e w hen you 
did w e w ould all be dead. We 
had to try to escape from our 
hom e 
or 
their 
revenge 
agents 
w ould have killed us all. Any 
South or North K orean they su s­ 
pect of having associated w ith 
your tro o p s--h is life is ended.” 
The patrol led the happy fu ­ 
gitives across the river to safety . 
‘ The Reds also have w om en a- 
genLs w orking for them now --r e g ­ 
ular Mata Haris," said the m ajor. 


The night patrols in w inter are

M any w om en and girls suffer 
pain during the regular periods, 
even w hen there is no actual d is­ 
ease of the organs involved .

glands of internal secretion are 
thought to be responsible. 


Of these, m ental attitudes are 
by far the m ost im portant. Cer­ 
tainly, they can m ake the pain 
worse and keep up the discom ­ 
fort 
longer. 
Faulty explanation 
of the function by parents m ay 
actually teach young girls to e x ­ 
pect pain. This 
is 
particularly 
true if other w om en of the fam ­ 
ily set an exam p le by going to bed j 
every m onth at the tim e of the 
periods. It is im portant that the 
girl understand that the periods 
are natural, and should not in ­ 
terfere w ith ordinary activities. 
General Health 
Any condition w hich interferes 
w ith the general health m ay con ­ 
tribute to m aking the condition 
worse. H ence, the general h ealfh 
should be im proved by exercise, 
proper diet, su fficien t rest, and 
treatm ent of anem ia or lessening 
of the color of the blood, if this 
condition is present. 
The best treatm ent in a given 
case depends upon the d egree of 
pain. In m ild cases, in w h ich the 
pain is lim ited to a few hours on 
the first day of the period, pain- 
relieving drugs such 
as 
aspirin, 
are adequate. If severe pain starts 
one 
or 
m ore 
days 
before the 


period, and continues for several 
days 
thereafter, 
a 
m edication 
know n 
as 
diethyl - stilbestrol, 
taken at night, seem s to be useful. 
T his preparation is given on the 
first or second day of the period, 
and is continued for about two 
w eek s. O f course, such treatm ent 
m ust alw ays be carried out under 
the direction of a physician. 
Relatively Painless 


T his 
preparation 
m ay 
cause 
the period 
to 
becom e irregular, 
but the next period 'Aril be rela­ 
tiv ely painless. Bed rest is d is­ 
couraged. The treatm ent is con­ 
tinued for tw o or three m onths in 
su ccession, then stopped 
for 
a 
tim e, 
and 
then repeated. P ain - 
relieving drugs, such as aspirin 
m ay be used in betw een tim e. 


In 
a 
few instances, th e pair, 
m ay be m ost severe, and of such 
a degree that it underm ines the j 
m orale and prevents continuous 
em ploym ent. 
If 
treatm ent wi:h 
drugs fails to relieve the disorder, 
an operation for cutting the sy m ­ 
pathetic nerves w hich go to the J 
w om b m ay be necessary.

From all this the conclusion is 
inevitab le that the C hinese Com ­ 
m unists had not enough troops 
in M anchuria in Jun e and July 
to intervene in tile K orean situ a ­ 
tion; that they w ere able to build 
up their forces because they were 
assured by Hie U nited States, d i­ 
rectly, indirectly' or by inference, 
tiiat N ationalist China w ould re­ 
m ain im m obilized by the U. S 
7th fleet and by an agreem ent 
betw een 
Chiang K ai-S h ek and 
President Trum an. 
Once Soviet China w as con ­ 
vinced that this w ould hold, it 
m oved 
kin 
P iao’s arm y from 
south China to M anchuria, added 
other units to it, thus producing 
an overw helm ing force against 


that it w ould bring S oviet China 
into the w ar. After Soviet C hina 
took over the war, the U nited 
States continued to reject C hiang’s 
services, although his p articipa­ 
tion w ould 
have 
forced Soviet 
China to w ithdraw troops from 
M anchuria for service in south 
China. 
It is alm ost im possible to e x ­ 
plain this policy by political or 
historical logic. It m akes no sense. 
Yet that is precisely

tion there lies what is known as a 
“twilight zone” of authority in 
which presidents can and have 
virtually committed this country

history, presidents have presented 
Congress with 
decisions already 
taken—what 
the French 
call 
“fait accompli”--which has so in­ 
volved the nation that Congress 
has had to accept them. 
Taft may have had this in mind

he sent U. S. troops to Korea with­ 
out consulting Congress. 
“It may now be argued,” Taft
